FRENCH UNITS 


PREPARED FOR 
GERMAN DRIVE 


Placed On Alert Against 
Possibility Of Nazi 
Thrust 


PARIS, Nov. 3.—French mili- 
tary sources reported strong Ger- 
man troop movements today 
northeast of Saareguemines, ac- 
companied by heavy artillery 
screen fire. 

They said the French immediately 
placed their forces on the alert 
against the possibility of a German 
thrust in the area between Saare- 
guemines and Ohrenthal, less than 
a mile from the frontier and about 
five miles south of the German city 
of Zweibruecken. 


ANSWERING FIRE 

The French held a four-mile wide 
salient near Ohrenthal between the 
Blies river and the Vosge foothills 
and reports said they were concen- 
trating their auswering artillery fire 
in an attempt to smash German 
communications. 

Patrol units fought on the wood 
slopes of the Vosges, these sources 
said, and about nine miles east of 
Sarreguemines They said the 
French had taken another German 
prisoner. 


TESTING WHOLE FRONT 
German artillery ana patrols ap- 
parently were testing the whole 
length of the 100-mile northern 
flank of the western front between 
Luxembourg and the Rhine river by 
shifting their action from one sector 
to another 

There still was no sign of a 
major Nazi offensive but every 
time a concentrated artillery bar- 
rage starts the French set them- 
selves against that possibility. 
Premier Daladier was understood 
to have devoted much of his un- 
alysis of the genera] situation at a 
cabinet meeting today to prospects 


{of buying equipment, particularly 


airplanes, in the United States. 

“The vote of the House of Re- 
presentatives at Washington, which 
makes lifting of the American em- 
bargo henceforth certain,” said a 
semi-official note issued after the 
cabinet session “is regarded in Paris 
as an event of great material, and 
moral importance, 

DEFINITE ADVANTAGE 

“France and Great Britain,” it de- 
clared, “gain a definite advantage 
since mastery of the seas and their 
financial resources permit them 
alone, in fact, to take delivery in 
American ports of products they 
need.’ 

French sources estimated that 12 
German planes were shot down dur- 
ing October compared with 28 in 
September, They said bad weather 
reduced aerial activity last month,

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Result of Quebec Vote [Injured ‘General Ironside’s New ' SHIPBUILDING Yukon Miner Travels 


Has Far-Reaching Effect |

OTTAWA, Nov. 3—The Quebec 
campaign ended barcly a week 
ago but already it is evident that 
the spectacle of the big landslide

continue to disturb the political 
world for some time to come. 

With Duplessi 
threatened the lity of Canada.

not be minimized. Moreover, Mr. 
Lapointe’s hoid on his countrymen 
has been demonstrated as never be- 
fore and all that rengthens Mr. 
Lapointe, strengthens the govern- 
ment. 

In the English speaking pro- 
vinces, the effects are also favor- 
able to the government, Since the 
war, a steady stream of criticism 
has been directed against Ottawa 
by seme ultra-loyalists (popular- 
ly known on Parliament Hill as 
the Bull Heads). They are, of 
course, sincere in their criticism. 
They de not think that Canada is 
doing her share. They believe we 
should raise more men, send more 
supplies; in every way assume a 
greater role in the war.

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Another Red Cross Job 


Give the Devil his due; war is not quite 
the brutal business it might be, and used to 
be. If the soft lights of humane conduct 
do not often show amid the red glare, 
they are not be be ignored when they are 
visible. 

It is something to know that in all bel- 
ligerent countries the Red Cross organiza- 
tion is to be allowed to collect the names 
of prisoners of war and of men found 
killed who have been identified, and to 
forward this information as quickly as 
possible to the relatives. If this conces- 
sion to humanity seems small, it is a 
positive step toward maintaining civilities, 
welcome in itself and welcome also as sug- 
gesting possible further agreements to 
mitigate the hardships of war time. 

Excuses might easily be found for re- 
fusing to permit the Red Cross representa- 
tives to collect and forward this informa- 
tion. They might, conceivably, collect and 
forward other information as well. Both 
the Allied and the Nazi authorities are 
risking that possibility. The fact is a fine 
tribute to the impartiality with which the 
organization functions and the confidence 
its record has inspired that the privilege 
of operating as a connecting link between 
the warring peoples will not be abused. 


An Albertan to Command 


The appointment of Brigadier Pearkes 
to command the Second Infantry Brigade 
in Canada’s First Oversea Division will 
undoubtedly give wide satisfaction among 
the men who are to serve under him, as it 
will to their relatives and friends, and to 
ali who are familiar with his record. 

Brigadier Pearkes homesteaded thirty- 
odd years ago in the Pocky Mountain 
House district. He went oversea as a pri- 
vate early in the first Great War, fought 
through to the end, winning promotions 
and distinctions—including the Victoria 
Cross. In post-war years he served as 
staff officer at the Royal Military College, 
Kingston, as director of training for the 
Canadian militia at Ottawa, and as staff 
officer at Calgary. He has been in com- 
mand of Military District 13 since 1937. 

The men comprising the second bri- 
gade will have the advantage of being 
commanded by one of themselves, a west- 
erner; who won his promotions on the 
field; and whose claim to the popularity he 
enjoys is suggested in his comment when 
informed of his appointment—“I only 
hope to have the courage, strength of 
character and ability to direct the men of 
this brigade in the manner they deserve 
to be led.” 


Not Helpful 


The best that leaders on either side can 
fee in the Molotoff speech is that it did 
not commit Russia to support the other. 
This London and Paris suspect to be dis- 
appointing to Berlin, while officials there 
say they expected and desired nothing 
more. If neutrality consists in keeping all 
parties guessing, the Foreign Commissar 
kept strictly to the line. 

The inference, for what it is worth, is 
that Russia intends to continue standing 
on the sidelines pulling out of the inferno 
whatever chestnuts may be reachable 
without too great «a danger of burned 
fingers. In doing which Russia will be 
doing only what some countries have done 
in like circumstances in the past, and what 
it has a perfect right to do if national re- 
sponsibilities begin and end in grabbing 
while the grabbing is good. 

But that is not a kind of neutrality 
that can help to restore peace in Europe on 
a basis of justice; or even to keep the 
flames of war from spreading to other 
areas. As a member of the community of 
nations, Russia has taken a long step 
downward from the day when Litvinoff 
urged France and Britain to join him in 
protecting Czechoslovakia to the day 
when Molotoff lets the world understand 
the Soviet Union has no higher ambition 
than to prow! about the fringes of the con- 
flagration and snatch what valuables it 
may out of the debris. 


Two Ends to Gain 


The Government of Great Britain will 
have $91,000,000 in Canadian currency to 
spend in the Dominion for the purchase 
of supplies, as a result of the “calling” of 
a bond issue held by British investors, to 
the payment of which part of the proceeds 
of the recent Dominion loan ave to be de- 
voted. The treasury at London 's taking 
over the securities from the private hold-

ers, by arrangement with them, and will 
thus convert the proceeds from private to 
public funds. 

This procedure, it is said, will be fol- 
lowed as further bond issues become call- 
able, “provided conditions in the Canadian 
investment market are satisfactory”. That 
is, if Canadians will lend money to their 
own Government at low rates, anything 
up to $2,000,000,000 worth of Canadian 
securities now held in Britain will be 
transferred to Canadian ownership, and 
the corresponding amount of money be 
made available for the purchase of Bri- 
tish war and other supplies in Canada. 

There should be no doubt about Cana- 
dian investment conditions remaining 
“favorable,” and thus making it possible 
to carry through this financial policy. Two 
objects will thereby be gained. Britain will 
be assured of ample funds with which to 
buy supplies in Canada, instead of perhaps 
having to buy them somewhere else. And 
bonds now held by British investors will be 
replaced by bonds held by Canadians, the 
interest going into Canadian instead of 
British pockets, 

Dollar patriotism should respond 
readily to these twin inducements. 


‘Editorial Notes 


Mr. Sidney Bowcott, by accepting the 
one-year term on the public school board 
saved the city the expense of holding an 
election to determine how the vacant seats 
in that body should be allocated among 
the candidates. The tax-payers will, and 
should, appreciate that generous and 
wholly veluntary action. 


From Bucharest comes word that three 
soldiers have been executed in Germany 
for the assassination of Col. General Von, 
Fritsch. The official explanation given 
out at Berlin was that Von Fritsch had 
been killed in the fighting around Warsaw, 
presumably by Polish bullets. The Bucha- 
rest despatch suggests that German 
military men refused to swallow the story, 
and that somebody had to be shot to stop 
their inquiries as to the facts. Perhaps the 
three victims were selected because they 
knew too much. 


Sir Neville Henderson says Herr Hitler 
threatened to throw 160 army divisions 
against the British and French. The 
Fuehrer was boasting that day. That he 
has so many divisions of trained men is 
doubtful. That he could feed, clothe and 
keep so many supplied with munitions is 
still less probable. And he will have to 
leave a few divisions to keep the Poles and 
Czechs in subjection, more to man his new 
fortifications at the Brenner Pass, main- 
tain an army to see that Stalin does not 
include East Prussia in his Baltic plans, 
and Keep garrisons strategically placed to 
prevent non-Nazi Germans from getting 
out of hand.

Paderewski, 
greatest of living pianists, has just issued “The 
Paderewski Memoirs.” It’s a chatty volume about 
himself, his work and the numerous interesting 
people he has met in his career 
as music student, pianist and 
first President of the Republic 
; of Poland. None of his teach- 
ers encouraged him to take up the piano for a 
career, One advised him instead to devote him- 
self to the trombone. Can you picture Paderew- 
ski as a trombone player? 

Leschetizsky, who became Paderewski's 
teacher when the latter was 24 years old, also 
discouraged him “positively” from becoming a 
pianist. He said it was too late at 24 to become 
a concert pianist. He made him start from the 
beginning practising scales and finger exercises. 

Paderewski is an illustration of the youth who 
knows better than his advisers what he wants to 
be, and achieves his ambitions by following his 
own wishes.

If you're ambitious to become a short story 
writer, and want an episode for your talent, 
here’s one taken from reai life that will almost 
write itself, and be remembered for its stark 
pathos. Angelo Michielli had been ambitious for

Proudly he showed them the wonders of his new 
home, with shiny plumbing, electric fixtures, 
aluminum pots and pans and a shiny new gas 
range that cooked by merely turning a tap and 
applying a match. It was all very wonderful to 
Amelia. 

Monday night Angelo returned late from his 
work to greet his wife and tell her of the stirring 
events of the day in the restaurant kitchen. But 
no voice was heard. Breaking into the apartment 
he found his little boy sprawling on the floor; his 
wife prone across the bed. A strong smell of gas 
pervaded the place. A glance at the stove told 
the tale—the coffee pot had boiled over, ex- 
tinguishing the flame without shutting off the 
gas, and Amelia had not known it meant danger. 
For over an hour police and doctors labored to 
try and bring the woman and her child back to 
life, but all in vain.

Five years ago the $25 a week married man 
gave his life's savings of $500 to have the boy 
operated on for the removal of a tumor from the 
brain. The net result of the operation was to 
make the boy blind and the varents penniless. 
He brought different specialists to see the boy. 
They pocketed their $25 fee each time and told 
him there was no hope for the paralysed, blind 
and dumb child. So two weeks ago Louis went 
to a drug store, by pretext purchased a bottle of 
chloroform, soaked a rag with the anaesthetic 
and applied it several times to the poy’s face till 
he was sure the lad was dead. 

“He was just like dead all the time,” the 
father told the police in admitting that he had 
done the deed deliberately, being frantic with 
poverty and despair. Now he is committed for 
trial before a jury. It'll tax the consciences of 
any set of jurors to find a father guilty of murder 
in such a circumstance. It should not be left to 
frantic parents to deal in such dire manner with 
an incubus that Nature had in seeming uncon- 
cern imposed upon them.

The Nazi Horrors 


We have grown familiar, these last few 
years, with the horrors of the Nazi concentration 
camps, but the beastly revelations of cruelty and 
torture revealed in a British official White Paper 
cannot be read without shuddering revulsion. 
The regime that has officially insisted upon such 
atrocities is one that deserves no quarter at the 
hand of civilized man. 

The truth about them was told in Hermann 
Rauschning’s great book on Nazism, “The 
Revolution of Nihilism.” He knew that they 
went on. He refused to set them forth in detail 
lest they be not believed. He left that to some 
future historian, a man, he said who would have 
to have had actual experience in the ranks of the 
Gestapo. 

Bitt what was more interesting and more 
important than the details of the tortures 
inflicted was the reason for them. It was, he 
said, deliberately ordered by the Nazi chiefs. 
It was part of the discipline imposed upon minor 
members of the party. If a Nazi wished to rise 
in the party ranks, he had to forego al! ordinary 
ambitions, submit himself to the most rigid tests. 
Among these was to undertake the infliction of 
such tortures as have now been described offi- 
cially. Their object was not so much the inflic- 
tion of pain and death as to test the creatures 
who administered the punishment. If a Nazi 
refused to do what he was told he was judged 
by the party chiefs not to have utter loyalty to 
the party. Future promotion was denied him. 

The result naturally was, as Rauschning 
explained, that only the lowest, most brutal, 
most immoral types of men tended to reach posi- 
tions of power and influence in the party, with 
the result that the Nazi revolution itself 
gradually became more and more reckless, more 
and more extreme, more and more horrible, 
The tendency, he says, is implicit in Nazi doc- 
trine. It is a part of the fundamental dynamism 
of Nazism itself. 

Needless to add that a war designed to crush 
so inhuman and awful a movement is a war 
whose aim is identical with the cause of human- 
ity and civilization. It cannot fail—Winnipeg 
Free Press. 


The Jackal 


Molotoff’s speech in Moscow yesterday con- 
firms the assumption already made that Russia 
proposes in this war to play the role cf the 
jackal, She will hover on the flanks of the 
belligerents, waiting for the prey to be pulled 
down, She will then take whatever share of it 
can be got without too great risk. 

The protestations of friendship with Ger- 
many will be accepted in Berlin, as elsewhere, 
with a grain of salt. Russia is indeed Germany's 
friend today. Why should she not be? Has she 
not obtained, at the cost of neither blood nor 
money, half of Poland and her Baltic windows 
to the west? 

What is there to wonder at in Molotoff’s 
denunciation of Britain as an aggressor? The lie 
is a cheap price to pay for the booty gained. But 
if the lie means the acceptance in the Kremlin 
of the doctrine that aggression becomes hallowed 
by success, Molotoff and his friends will find 
themselves out of step with the world that will 
emerge when the Allied cause in this war has 
won its triumph. The shape of things to come is 
already limned on the horizon. It does not 
include any blessing for those who take part in 
the destruction of freedom and the dismember- 
ment and partition of Poland. 

The effrontery of the charge of aggression 
against Britain is: equalled only by the cynical 
impudence of the claim made py Hitler to be 
the law-giver and peacemaker, upon his own 
impossible terms, of Europe. 

But Hitler knows, as well as the rest of the 
world, that the Ruscian trumpetings are to be 
believed no more by nim than by his own 
enemies of the moment. Stalin seized part of 
the Polish booty. In the Baltic he has effectively 
halted Nazi aggression, and Germans who have 
lived in those border lands for centuries are 
now being thrown out. Stalin is now fortifying 
the Lithuanian border. Why? His steel and con- 
crete is a bar to no one save his dear friend and 
devoted ally, Hitler. He is making demands 
upon Finland which, destructive of that country’s 
independence, are equally destructive of any 
aims Hitler himself had in that part of the north. 
Stalin a real friend of Hitler? Not likely 


Just now the task is to destroy the major 
partner. Its jackal is not likely to linger on the 
scene when that has been done, for the jackal 
takes quickly to flight. 

The reasons that have brought Russia to play 
this foul and ignoble role are many. But it may 
be safely assumed that, had the history of the 
past been different, Russia would be today in a 
different camp. Winston Churchill in one of his 
many prescient speeches predicted the day might 
come when Britain would, as a result of her 
errors, fight a war in the worst of all possible 
circumstances, The appearance of Russia in the 
role of the vulture is one of these. But that does 
not mean the task of today should be changed. 
The real enemy is Nazi Germany, That must 
not be forgotten.—Winnipeg Free Press.

Thirty-five years ago (Nov. 3, 1904) elections 
were held for tne House of Commons. It was the 
second appeal of the Laurier ministry to the 
country after its accession to office in 1896. The 
result was an overwhelming Liberal victory. ‘Its 
majority increased by 11, nearly doubling the 
majority of 1896. The most notable changes 
occurred in the east and the west. The ten addi- 
tional seats given to the west all fell to the gov- 
ernment, British Columbia going solidly and the 
prairies predominantly Liberal. The decline in 
the representation of the Maritimes had virtually 
been deducted from the Conservative column, 
While New Brunswick was slightly Liberal and 
Prince Edward Island distinctly Conservative, 
the surprise of the election was the clean sweep 
made in Nova Scotia, with 18 Liberals and not 
one Conservative returned, even Mr. R. L. Bor- 
den, the opposition leader, failing to retain his 
seat in rfalifax.
